11, FUNCTIONS: 

The Samiti shall advise the Government of India, Ministry 
of Agriculture on matters of policy pertaining to the pro- 
gressive use of Hindi in the affairs of the Ministry and any 
matters ancilliary and incidental to the above 

TTI, TENURE: 

The tenure of the members of the Samiti shall ordinarily 
be three years from the date of its first composition provided 
that : 

(i) a member nomin,s.ted under clause I shall cease to 
he a member of the Samiti as soon as he ceases to 
be a Member of Parliament; 

(ii) the ex-officio members of the Samiti shall continue 
as members so long as they hold the office by virtue 
of which they are members of the Samiti; 

(iii) if a vacancy arises on the .Samiti due to resl^tnation, 
death, etc. cif a member, the member apponited in 
that vacancy shall hold office for the residue of the 
tenure of three years 


IV. QUORUM : 

The quorum for the meetings of the Samiti shall bo 1/3 
of total membership of the Samiti. 

V. GENERAL : 

(1) The Committee may co-op additional members and 
invite experts to attend its meetings as may be neces- 
sary from time to time. 

(2) The head-quarters of the Committee shall be at New 
Delhi. 

ORDER 

Ordered that a copy of this Resolution be communicated 
to all State Governments and Union Territory Administra- 
tions, Prime Minister’s Secretariat, Cabinet .Seett.
